stantial, 

Science is a very interesting 
every child fecling that nature is a 
of lisown being. The children 
contribute to a cabinet of geological and 
botanical specimens in every school, 
which classitied by the teacher would 
vive the children a chance for personal 
study and research. 

The duty of giving science a promin- 
ent place on the curriculum devolves on 
the teacher who seeing the advantages to 
accrue from the study, can have no ex 
cuse to neglect this branch, but each 
should bend to the work with a will and 
much good would be the result. 

The discussion on this paper was led 
by Col. Parker, who endorsed the views 
of the essayist and presented some fur- 
ther ideas of his own on the subject. 

The subject of **Preparation for Citi- 
zenship” was next taken up, in an able 
paper by Mr. W. A. Mclutyre, B.A., of 
Wlnnipeg Normal school. He drew at- 
tention to the difference between that 
patriotism which found expression in 
in yelling itself hoarse for Canada, and 
that which worked conscientiously for 
the advancement of the country to a 
foremost place.

THE FAMINE IN RUSSIA.

London, Sept. 29.—A_ circular has 
been issued by the Russian Minister of 
the Interior which cnumerates thirteen 
governments in which the people are 
completely famine-stricken, and eight in 
which a partial famine prevails, The 
great fair whioh is annually held at Ni- 
jui Nogorod, and «hich is attended by 
merchants and dealers from all parts of 
Russia, wasa failure this year. This 
was due to the en rmous number of bank- 
rupts and theic consequent withdrawal 
from trade. In many villages the  peas- 
ants have nailed up their huts and have 
left their communes to scour the country 
im search of work. Hundreds of them 
have failed in theie search and are beg- 
ging along the readside. In numerous 
cases the seed corn which was furnished 
the peasants by the governmert has been 
eaten instead of being planted and the 
land is lying fallow. Notwithstanding 
the terrible condition of the peasantry 
the texes continne = to > & 
torted from the starving people. Every- 
thing ix taken from them to satisfy the 
demsnda of the tax gatherer. Where the 
peasants display any unwillingness to 
pay over their taxes the collectors resort 
te physical means to extort the money

Col. Parker’s Lecture. 


As announced in the program of the 
Teachers’ Conven‘ion, Col. Parker de- 
livered a lecture in the Methodist church 
on Friday evening last. The com 
mod:ous audience room was well filled, 
and the lecturer held the attention of 
| his hearers for nearly two hours white he 
| discussed the subject ‘‘Artist or Artisan, 
Which /”’ While the lecture was more 
directly prepared for the teaching pro- 
fession still the audience were always 
lable to follow the arguments of the 
| learned gentleman whose, style while 
| scholarly, is very clear and forcible. In 
| a few introductory remaitks he pointed 


out the importance of faithful and intelli- 
gent artisan work where the artisan’s 
work was a necessity. Passing on to 
the callings where the artist has scope 
for his talents he graphically pictured the 
| difference between the artisan lawyer and 
artist lawyer ; the artisan doctor and the 
artist doctor; the artisan minister and the 
artist minister, in each case dwelling 
| upon the nobility ef the efforts of one 
who has love for his calling and is 
moved by love for mankind. Coming to 
the teaching profession for whom he was 
speaking more expecially, he hesitated be- 
fore saying that he was furced to confess 
that he had met artisan teachers. He 
said he had once been an artisan teacher 
himself and even now he trembled to call 
himself an artist teacher. Proceeding, 
the lecturer laid before the teachers the 
aims and motives they must have in view 
to be truly artist teachers. Referring 
particularly to this new provice, he spoke 
of the great opportunities that lay before 
the teachers to make a grand record in 
educational progress, untrammelled as 
they were by tradition and prejudice. 
Col. Parker expressed himself very 
strongly on the subject of national schools; 
ihe said he thought the national school 
| had been the greatest factor in building 
up the American Republic. On the mat- 
ter of the Bitle in school, he said he had 
become willing to give it up rather than 
) risk perpetuating any denominational 
prejudice. The Ci Jonel closed his lecture 
with afew remarks expressive of the 
pleasure he had in making acquamtance 
with the people of this part of Canada 
and he hoped to be able to visit us again 
{in the near future.
